RESEARCH NOTES

Congress has dealt mer- 
chants of pornography ano- 
ther setback, with House 
passage of H, R, 11032, a 
bill prohibiting salacious 
advertising, 

In so doing, it presents 
the Supreme Court with 
another challenge-~another 
chance to redeem itself, 
in view of its recent deci- 
sions upholding the right 
of smut peddlers to prey 
on decent people, 

This bill is designed to 
prohibit using the mail for 
transporting in interstate 
commerce unsolicited off. 
ensive sex-oriented adver- 
tisements. The term ‘‘sa- 
lacious advertising’ isde- 
fined in explicite terms in 
the bill specifically for the 
Court’s benefit, 

Without detailing the ex- 
act language, itis sufficient 
to say that salacious adver- 
tising, for purposes of H.R. 
11032, means the depiction 
of sexual acts, in actual or 
simulated form, 

Never before in history 
has the Post Office De- 
partment been subjected to 
such a high volume of sex- 
oriented mail, Most of it 
is unwanted andunsolicted, 

But more than that, it is 
extremely offensive to 
those who receive it. The 
Post Office Department has 
received 140,000 letters of 
protest from irate mothers 
and fathers in the last nine 
months, 

Complaints about sala- 
cious ‘mail has almost dou- 
bled since 1964, a clear in- 
dication of how well the 
pornography market has 
grown and flourished, 

Anyone convicted under 
this new statute can receive 
a maximum of five years 
imprisonment or a $50,000 
fine or both for the first 
offense and ten years or 
$100,000 or both for sub- 
sequent offenses, 

In addition, if a smut 
peddler is convicted of sa- 
lacious advertising, the 
‘rourt may order the des- 
truction of all copies of 
the salacious advertise-

This legislation, passed 
by the overwhelming mar- 
gin of 322 to 4, adds to the 
heat already put on porno- 
graphers by another anit- 
obscenity bill passed ear- 
lier this year by the House, 

That bill, H.R, 15693, 
makes it a federal crimeto 
use the mail or other faci- 
lities of commerce to de- 
liver to anyone under 17 
years of age matters deal- 
ing with a sexual subject 
in a manner unsuitable for 
young people, 

It also extends existing 
postal law enabling a citi- 
zen to protect his home 
from any intrusion of sex- 
oriented advertising 
regardless of whether or 
not he has actually recei- 
ved these mailings, 

Mass mailers of porno- 
graphy do’ not really care 
who gets their product, 
They get the names of peo- 
ple, young and old, fromall 
kinds of lists, including 
voter lists. Other lists 
come from papers, schools 
and clubs, 

Little wonder that child- 
ren under 12 years of age 
receive material about 
subjects they haven’t begun 
to think about, let aloneor- 
der through the mail, 

While the Supreme Court 
is wrestling with the possi- 
ble violation of the rights 
of free speech and free 
press in the matter of ob- 
scenity, it might also con- 
sider, for a change, the out- 
rageous invasion of privacy 
that unsolicited mailing of 
sex - oriented advertise- 
ments constitutes, 

Families have a right to 
be free from obscene mail 
and if the House of Repre- 
sentstives’ sentiment on 
the subject prevails after 
judicial review, they will 
be free,

Peace came in 1865 but 
with peace came Recon- 
struction, The South had 
lost her fight and now she 
must pay the price of a 
vanquished people, Poverty 
or near poverty was the 
status of all people in 
South Alabama, All the pre- 
war plans which had been 
put aside temporarily were 
now of necessity cast aside 
entirely, The Reconstruc- 
tion Period deprived many 


who had voted in 1860 of | 


the privilege of voting at 
all, In fact all who parti- 
cipated in the rebellion 
were disfranchised, The 
Republicans, in control of 
the government used this 
period to expand their po- 
wers, They hoped that the 
disenters and the newly 
freed slaves would support 
the Reconstruction govern- 
ment, but their hopes were 
only partially realized, 

The late 1860’s andearly 
1870’s cannot be called a 
period of growth or deve- 
lopment’ in Coffee County. 
Although, when President 
Hayes came into office the 
Reconstruction period 
ended, the recovery from 
the war was slow, However, 
after 1875 the. section be- 
gan again to prosper, Many 
new people came into the 
area. At this time most 
of the land was woodland 
and as people moved in the 
timber began to be cut, 

By 1890, fourteen years 
had passed since Recon- 
struction ended, Much 
growth had taken place, The 
population of the county 
was Over twelve thousand, 
nearly double the 1870cen- 
sus, Three of the county’s 
nineteen precincts had 
more than a thousand in- 
habitants, Elba had a po~ 
pulation of two hundred and 
eighty-five, 

By this time coffee, white 
flour, and sugar were not 
the scarce commodities 
that they had been following 
the war, Masculine enter- 
tainment often consisted of 
such things as dogfights, 
bullfights, and cockfights, 


SOLDIERS RETURN 
TO COFFEE COUNTY 

The Confederate sold- 
iers who came hack to 
Coffee at the end of the 
war found things in bad 
shape, The civil govern- 
ment appeared to be al- 
most without authority to 
operate, and with the fear 
of the law removed, law- 
lessness, was still ram- 
pant, The mail service 
and other connecting links 
with the outside world had 
been broken, The women, 
children, and old people 
had done what they could, 
They had worked and waited 
and hoped that time would 
improve conditions, At last 
their men had returned - 
that is many of them had, 
but they found Coffee 
County different from the 
county they had left, 

The recount of the epi- 
sode of the raiders in 
Coffee County should not 
leave the impression that 
there was a large element 
of Coffee County manhood 
among these deserters and 
outlaws, The significance 
of this circumstance to 
Soffee County lies in the 
geographical considera- 
tion, Coffee County, being 
a relatively sparsely set- 
tled country, heavily 
wooded and just northofthe 
Choctawhatchee swamp fi- 
gures in this chapter of 
Civil War history largely 
as a victim,

Picking Flaws With Freedom 


ress reports recently brought 
us news of a mighty gather- 
ing of Communist leaders in 
Moscow — about 6,000 of them 
from all parts of the world, Pur- 
pose of the confab was to pay 
homage to the patron saint of 
their political ideals—Vladimir 
Ilyich Lenin, who was born a 
hundred years ago on April 21. 
No less than six hours of 
speeches was deemed sufficient 
fo commemorate the occasion, 
Soviet Communist Party leader 
L. I, Brezhney droned on and on 
for three hours and 45 minutes- 
about the virtues of Leninism 
and the curse of capitalism. 
Rising to a crescendo of elo- 
quence, Mr, Brezhnev blurted to 
his admiring cohorts: “Modern 
capitalism is a society without 
ideals, without a future, Hence 
its moral disintegration and 
spiritual emptiness, Hence the 
monstrous wave of crime in 
Western countries, the monstrous 
occurrence of drug addiction 
and pornography, a sea of per- 
verted feeling and _ crippled, 
souls,” ! 
When the red party leader 
jumped on capitalism, he quit 


preaching and went to meddling. I 


His exhaustive and exhausting 
discourse picked plenty of flaws 
with us and our system—and 
plenty of people were influenced 
by his remarks, 

Brezhney is just the one to 
prattle about ‘spiritual empti- 
ness’—in the Western world, 
that is.
